The 
principal author is Admiral Von Spaun 
(Austrian), but all the members of the 
commission collaborated in drawing it 
up. The commission gives no opinion 
on the que*tion of the presence or ab- 
eence of Japanese torpedo boats in the 
North ses, declaring merely that the 
Russian admiral legitimately believed 
that his squadron was endangered and 
that he had the right under the circum- 
stances to act as he did. The com- 
missioners refer to the Russian gov-

the secretary of the inteiior regarding 
the Foster lease of the oil and gas 
lands belonging to the Osage Indians. 
One resolution calls on* the secretary 
to furnish the house with a copy of 
the Foster lease and of all sub-leases 
under that parent lease, giving the 
dates of the approval or rejection and 
all correspondence on the subject The 
other resolution asks under wttat act 
of congress the Foster lease was made 
and under what authority of law the 
sub-leases were approved. The secre- 
tary is asked whether be did not ratify 
the sub-lease to the Almeda company, 
and whether this was not the first sub- 
lease so ratified, and whether be had 
not pie\iously refused to ratify bub- 
leases 
The resolution asks not only 


for the date of the ratification of Cie 
Almeda sub-lease, but also calls for a 
list of the officers, directors and stock- 
holders of the Almoda company with 
information as to whether any ot these 
persons aie "personally known or in 
any way related to him (the secre- 
tary), and if so the name ot sucn per- 
son and how related " 


Secretary 
Hitchcock in a state- 


ment said that bo was totally una- 
ble to jrecall the Almeda company. 
"I know nobody connected with this 
company," said he. "and the suppos- 
ition that any officer is related to me 
in any way is absurd There has been 
no change of opinion on my part in re- 
gard to the Foster lease The original 
lease of 1.500,000 acres of the entire 
Osage reservation was a monopoly. 
Under this 
lease, however, certain 


sub-leases were granted and vested 
rights (obtained during the administra- 
tion of Mr. Hoke Smith as the secre- 
tary of the interior. It was necessary 
that the rights of the sub-leases un- 
der the original Foster lease should 
be recognized by the department for 
these sub-leases -were taken in good 
faith. I have therefore recommended 
an extension ef the lease for three 
years of 680.000

La Colorado, Mex., Feb. 22.—The 


Mexican forces under General Torres, 
numbering about 400, have killed two 
score of Yaquis and taken 167 prison- 
ers in a two days' battle with the sav- 
ages in the mountains east of this 
camp. When the fight ended General- 
Luis Torres, with his staff, two-thirds 
of his force and the prisoners, return- 
ed to La Colorado 
The Mexican of- 


ficers refused to make any statement 
of their own losses until they make 
their official report, but private sol- 
diers of the force who took part in the 
fight say they were inconsiderable, al- 
though there were sick and wounded 
among the returning troops. It is said 
there were 300 warriors in the band 
surrounded by Torres in the Mazatlan 
mountains.

Birmingham. Ala., Feb. 23.—The 


rescuers are still heroically at work 
in the Virginia slope, and as the dig- 
gers advance, the bodies further In the 
mine are found to be worse burned and 
mutilated than those nearei the ex- 
terior. No hope is now held out that 
any of the men can be alive.

three men were found whose hearts 
were still beating, but they expired 
immediately on leaching the outside 
air.

Alabama distnst No. 20, Unit- 
ed Mine Workers ot America, voted 
$5,000 to be distributed among the be- 
reaved families, and this is considered 
extraordinary generosity in view of 
the enormous expense the district or- 
ganization is havlpg in view of the 
strike. 


Achievements of Negro Race. 


Tuskegee, Ala., Feb. 23.—The four- 


eonth annual session of the Tuskegee 
negro conference began here and was 
attended by a large number of repre- 
sentative negroes from South Carolina 
to Texas. President Booker T. Wash- 
ington, in an address reviewed the 
progress of the race since the civil 
war 
This was followed by a discus- 


sion of various questions relating to 
the material advancement of the race, 
relating to agricultural methods and 
moral improvement. A statement was 
issued by the""conTerence in which it 
was shown that since the war, the race 
has accumulated $300,000,000 in prop- 
erty in the United States. In 12 south- 
ern states more than 173,000 farms 
are owned by negroes, and they sup- 
port 28,000 churches in this country. 


Tariff Bill Up. 


Havana, Feb. 28.—The house of rep- 


resentatives began discussion of the 
bill to Increase the duty of $1 20 per 
100 kilos nn rice to $275, and also 
increasing the duties on onions, starch, 
potatoes, corn and beans 
Mr Govm, 


the author of the bill, said that its 
main object was to develop the rais- 
ing of rice in Cuba and to utilize lands 
not used in the cultivation of sugar or 
tobacco, and also to encourage the im- 
migration of more agricultural labor- 
ers 
It was essential also, he said, to 


give Louisiana rice a chance in the

Even the rein- 
forcements of the military in all the 
cities seems to hare been Inadequate 
tp prevent the continuance of condi- 
tions tending t» robbery, murder and 
terrorism. 


Telegraphic communication has been

officials in St. Petersburg that the war 
will be prosecuted with increasing 
vigor. It is expected that General Ku- 
ropatkin with the opening of the spring 
cr.rnpaign will accomplish much in 
view of the reinforcements he has re- 
ceived. The emperor has every con- 
fidence in his military ability. "The 
peace talk can have but one object," 
said Ambassador Cassini, "the assist- 
ance of a Japanese loan. It is about 
time for Japan to raise another loan, 
and these rumors of peace generally 
begin at such a time. I can reiterate, 
in the light of recent advices I have 
received, in the most emphatic manner 
that the war in the far east will end 
when Rxissia is victorious, not a mo- 
ment before. The recent disturbances 
in Russia, while annoying, can not in 
the slightest affect the government's 
foreign policy." 


Mecca of Shipbuilders. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 24.— St. Peters- 


burg is the Mecca at present of repre- 
sentatives of shipbuilders of various 
nationalities, who have been attracted 
hither by the prospect of rich contracts 
in connection with the rebuilding of 
the navy and the increase of the volun- 
teer fleet. President Henry S. Grove 
of William Cramp &> Sons' Ship and 
Engine Building company and a repre- 
sentative of the Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany are already here. There are good 
prospects of American- capital securing 
a good share of the contracts to be 
awarded, but up to the present time 
the only contract let has been to the 
French Compagnie des Forges at Chan- 
tiers.

tlliues and the whole population is in 
a state of panic. There is no news 
from Poti and Kutais, but It is pre- 
sumed that they have also been tempo- 
rarily pacified. 


On the other hand other cities out- 


side the Caucasus, such as Ekaterino- 
slav, Kharkoff, Saratoff, Alexandrovsk 
and many others, are in a condition of 
complete or partial disorder owing to 
strikes. The forces of law and order 
apparently have" been unable to pre- 
vent the strikers from resorting to the 
tactics of their fellows in St. Peters- 
burg and marching from shop to shop 
and forcing out every workman. Matty 
government works in various parts of 
the country are included in the suspen- 
sions. 
Half of the workmen in Libau 


are on strike, seriously affecting the 
manufacture of military supplies. 


The St. Petersburg workmen have 


temporarily resumed their occupations, 
while voting for members of the im- 
perial mixed commission, but they are 
possessed of the spirit of unrest, and 
their sense of power is being fed by 
incendiary proclamations, the latest of 
which alludes to the emperor as "Nich- 
olas the Last" and makes a rabid at- 
tack upon the government's motives. 


General 
satisfaction is expresed, 


even among liberals, that the funeral 
day of Grand Duke Sergiua passed off 
with no untoward incident. Even the 
extreme radicals respected the day of 
grief orthe imperial family. The po- 
lice precautions both here and at Mos- 
cow, though extensive, apparently were 
not needed. 


Bombarded Port. 


Constantinople, Feb. 24.—Extremely
